COW BILL LOANS 
HALTED FOR TIME 
WILL BE RESUMED 


A halt has been called in the oper- 
ation of the cow bill which the depart 
ment of agriculture administers as 
part of the government’s good-larming 
policy. Payments under this act will 
probably not be resumed until May or 
June. 

To date about $1,700,000 has buen 
advanced to farmers in all parts of 
the province for the purchase of live- 
stock, and the government has de- 
cided to suspend further operations 
for the time being, the scheme having 
assumed even larger proportions than 
Wag at first anticipated, None «f the 
notes taken from farmers under: the 
scheme will be payable until 1922, but 
about $330,000 has already been paid 
in advance.. There are now some 
thirty thousand animals in the pro- 
vince purchased through the agency 
of the cow bill and bearing the gov- 
ernment's brand.

Ottawa, Feb. 3.—In a lengthy judg- 
ment, covering some 27 typewritten 
pages, the board of railway commis- 
siouers grants to Canadian express 
companies an increase of 35 per cent 
on first class rates, 25 per cent on 
second class and 20 per cent on com- 
modity rates, including principally 
cream, fish and fruit. The judgment, 
which is concurred in by all the com- 
missioners who sat in the case, was 
written by Chief Commissioner F. B. 
Carvell and was made public Jate yes- 
terday afternoon. On addition to the 
increases mentioned above, it provides 
that the rate on all spirituous liquors 
in the future is to be increased to 
first class. The cartage differential 
at non-cartage points has been elim- 
inated, and as a result express charg- 
es will be the same to all points, 
whether city, town: or country.

CARL AUGUST COST 

Carl August Cost—one of Wetask- 
iwin’s oldest and most respected pi- 
oneers, who passed out peacefully 
while asleep at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Geo. Bayliss, Jan. 31st,— 
was born in Rosen, Germany, in 1836, 

Coming directly from the old coun- 
try to Wetaskiwin twenty-five years 
ago, he settled in this district, where 
he made i comfortable home when 
farming was a harder proposition than 
it is today. 

Mr. Cost was a man of sterling in- 
tegrity and noble Christian principles. 
Fidelity to God and His Word, which 
he dearly loved to read, was an out- 
standing trait of his character. He 
was a member of the Baptist church. 

Rev. Mr. Hagar, an oldtime personal 
friend and a former pastor, preached 
the funeral sermon in German, trans- 
lating into English, so that all friends 
who were present might understand. 
His regular attendance at the services 
and his interest and helpfulness in all 
the activities of the church were it 
source of inspiration to his pastor. 
He spoke of the happy visit with him 
a few weeks hefore, and the antici- 
pated Heavenly home-going. Rev. J.

Tho ciection followed the rosigna- 
tion some time ago of J. H. Burn- 
ham, who was elected in December 
1917 as a supporter of the Union gov- 
ernment led by Sir Robert Borden. 

Mr. Burnham resigned ag a pro- 
test against the government continu- 
ing in office without an appeal to the 
electors, and in this contest he ran 
as an independent, coming in fourth 
with the labor man at the foot of the 
poll.

LENT STARTED 
ON WEDNESDAY

urday noon, every day is a day of 
fasting, Sundays excepted. Wednes- 
days and Fridays are days of abs®n- 
ence, Those who are fasting are al- 
lowed the use of meat Only once in 
the day. Those who are not excused 
by poor health, strenuous work or hard 
journeys are subject to the law of 
fasting. The age of fasting ig be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 60. Those 
who are exempt from the law of fast- 
ing must make some compensation by

poor, by otber good works to be de- 
tormined by their confessor,

Edmonton, Feb. 1—Alberta and 


Ontario will be partners in their ap- 


peal to the privy council against the 
jurisdiction of the Canada 
commerce, Hon, J. R. Boyle, just back 
from a trip to the east, reports that 
while in Toronto he concluded ar. 
rangements with Hon. W. E. Raney, 
attorney-general of Ontario, by which 
the two provinces will be represent- 
ed by the same counsel when the case 
reaches London. 
Montreal, who represented Alberta in 
the hearing before the supreme court 
of Canada, will be retained jointly by 


the provinces, each paying one-half: 


the cost. Quebec will have separate 
counsel, none of the other provinces 
having as yet taken action. It is ex- 
pected that the case, which is to de- 
termine the constitutionality of the 
establisiment of the commerce board, 
will be heard by the privy council 
next July or August.
